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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18, drawn to a conveyor belt, classified in class 428, subclass 
172. 

II. Claims 19-30, drawn to a toaster, classified in class 99, subclass 386. 

III. Claims 31-42 and 48, drawn to a belt and apparatus containing said belt 
combination-subcombination, classified in class 99, subclass 404. 

IV. Claims 43-46 and 47, drawn to a belt and apparatus containing said belt 
combination-subcombination, classified in class 99, subclass 385. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Invention I is deemed separate and distinct from Invention II, III and IV since it 
contains ribs wherein the other belts in the other groups all contain flights. The belt of 
group I could also be used as a belt for a treadmill instead of a cooking apparatus. 
Invention II is distinct from Invention I, III and IV in that it is drawn to a specific 
apparatus (i.e. a toaster) that has two belts not contained in any other group(s). 
Inventions III and IV are deemed two distinct combination-subcombination type groups. 
Group IV is drawn to a belt and apparatus wherein the belt contains silicone flights of a 
specific height and can withstand a specific temperature while group III is drawn to an 
apparatus and belt with flights that can withstand heating zone temperatures (which can 
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be just about any temperature hotter than the atmospheric temperature of the location 
of the apparatus. 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
